Of the benefits to be derived from walking in a reasonable 


way there is no question. . It is a form of exercise that ought 
to be more popular than it is. There is not enough walking 
in,'these days of hurry'and'bustle. People who would be 
greatly benefited by a brisk walk take a car to go two blocks. 
People who play golf for exercise or to reduce their weight 
would be ashamed to be seen walking to the links. They must 
go in automobiles, which afford about as much exercise as a 
feather bed, and then boast of the'"splendid exercise" golf 
affords.

No particular good can now come from walks across the 


country. So far as this sort of walking can demonstrate the 
value of the exercise it has been, done. What is needed at the 
present time is a more general knowledge of the value o 
walking as a healthful and invigorating exercise, and a more 
Widespread cultivation-of the habit. There is nothing like 
getting out into the open on "shanks horses," filling the lungs 


ith the pure air of heaven, .listening to the songs of birds and 


"affiliating" with nature, of which we are a part. 


Cross-country walking for glory or notoriety has had its 


day, but walking for exercise and health will be in order for- 
ever. There should be more of it. 
It is one of the best reme- 


dies for indigestion and'for the blues, which is but another 
name for indigestion. A reasonable amount of walking will 
make any man or woman better, physically,- mentally and 
morally.
